HAMPTONS POLICE SUBMARINE PREDICTS 
RECORD ARRESTS IN SUMMER 2019 

The Hamptons Police submarine is back in the 
water, and the department expects a record 
number of arrests this summer as new captain 
Curly McGruff begins his second year at the helm. 
Summer 2018 proved surprisingly quiet thanks 
to McGruff, who forbade any press interactions 
and froze all public relations initiatives as he 
established his new brand of leadership on the 
sub.As the 2019 season gets underway, McGruff 
says he’s ready to bring more transparency to 
his role as captain of the Virginia-class nuclear 


submarine, which was given to the Hamptons 
Police Department in 2015 as part of a government 
program to outfit smaller police forces with 
surplus military equipment and vehicles. 

“Our Hamptons Police Department Submarine 
Unit [HPDSU], or Jaws VIII as we call her, had a 
strong summer last year, and we expect to deliver 
unprecedented arrests in 2019,” McGruff said 
this week, adding, “No waterborne criminals are 
beyond our reach or safe from justice.” 

The salty sea captain also pointed out that 
the HPDSU has been scandal-free without first 
captain Finn Zorn, who had several PR hiccups, 
including getting the massive vessel stuck in the 
Shinnecock Canal locks and torpedoing a party 
boat off Montauk, which he mistakenly: believed 
had weapons aboard. “In our first season since 
my predecessor’s departure, we’ve only done 
the business of submersible police work and 
nailing crooks who believe open water is an open 
door to poor judgment and illegal behavior,” 
McGruff said. 

Jaws VIII began running training voyages 
between Shinnecock Inlet and the tip of Montauk 


_conning tower.” 


April 1, yet the team has already managed to 
rack up multiple arrests before their season 
officially begins over Memorial Day weekend. 
“Just this week, during a routine trip to confirm 
patrol routes, we took down a boat smuggling 
counterfeit rosé from China, which turned out 
to be a fortified ‘wine’ product, along the lines of 
Thunderbird or the late, great Cisco, which is-no 
longer produced or sold,” McGruff said. “I can 
only imagine the vicious hangovers unsuspecting 
drinkers would’ve had to endure if this stuff 
penetrated our shores,” he continued. “And 
there’s no guarantee folks out here for summer 
would’ve known the difference until they were 
stinkin’ drunk after just a glass or two.” 

McGruff and his crew should strike fear 
into the hearts of anyone stupid enough to 
cause trouble or break the law off the South 
Shore this summer. “We’re out there, people, 
and were watching,” McGruff said. “You 
don’t want to fall under the shadow of our

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Windmill Mystery 


All 11 of Our Historic Windmills Were Built Between 1788 and 1820. Why? 


WHEN THE WINDS BLOW Flow

he eastern end of Long Island is graced 

with 11 historic wooden windmills. This 
is the largest collection of such mills in the 
United States. 

I have sometimes wondered why these. tall 
windmills—their blades rise to 40 feet—were 
built here and apparently almost nowhere else 
in America. I have also wondered why nearly 
all of them were built during the 15-year period 
between 1795 and 1810. Was it some kind of fad? 
Was it some expert who came here, persuaded 
everybody to build a windmill and then left? Was 
it something else? 

There is an answer as to why they were built 
here and almost nowhere else. Back then, people 
lived off the land. They grew fruits and vegetables 
that they traded or sold with nearby neighbors. 
They raised livestock. They harvested grain or

wheat. They chopped down trees and built homes 
or stockpiled firewood. They fished or hunted. 
Whales were plentiful in the sea and their blubber 
could in theory be melted down and used to light 
rooms, thus replacing tallow. But in any case, 
trading at a distance was rare, though it could be 
done by boats or by oxen or horses pulling carts. 
There were no.roads as we know them. 

The power to turn wheels and grind corn or 
grain was accomplished by mills. Most were water 
mills, which sat alongside rivers that pushed the 
water along. But eastern Long Island had no 
rivers. The land was nearly flat. And though a 
water mill was created on a bit of rushing water 
between two ponds in that area, the rest of the 
settlers turned to wind power. It is believed there 
were windmills built on the East End before 
1795. There are historic references to them. One 
is mentioned as having been built in Southold on 
the North Fork in 1644. But they were called Pole 


oom 
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Mills, because they were just the blades and gears 
on poles without the cedar-shingle enclosures. 
None survived the difficult East End weather 
for long. 

So what happened beginning in 1795? Well, 
new windmills were built with their gears 
enclosed inside six-sided tapering wood-shingled 
walls in the shape of farmer’s “smocks.” They 
became known as Smock Windmills. The year 
1795 also coincided with the end of the American 
Revolution, and people, for whatever it was 
worth, began to think more about using new 
technologies, particularly European technologies. 
Windmills, with their sails, shafts, gears and two 
spinning stone platters inside, suddenly took 
hold, used for grinding by manipulating the stones 
with levers so corn or grain could be crushed 
between the stones. It was also discovered by a 
local clock maker named Nathanial Dominy that 
the windmill cap could be turned so the blades 
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could face the changing location of arriving wind 
not just by using a long “tail pole” with a wheel 
at the end—which could move along the ground 
as people pushed it, dragging the cap way up 
at the top along—but by the operation of new 
gears inside. 

Interestingly, even with their “smocks,” eastern 
Long Island windmills were never considered 
buildings. They were considered farm equipment, 
and they could be bought and sold and moved from 
place to place. Many windmills have histories of 
having been in four or five different places before 
they came to where they are today. The timbers 
that run along the base of the windmills rest 
merely on large boulders, not on foundations. 
_ The mills could be easily moved around. 

Why was the production of local windmills 
suddenly stopped in 1820? Without a doubt, 
it was due to the creation of steam power. The 
first commercial steamboat in America carried 
freight between New York City and Albany in 
1807. The ship, designed by Robert Fulton, was 
called the Clermont, and the 150-mile trip took 
32 hours. After that, attempts were made to 
use steam engines—coal or wood burned in a 
furnace to heat a giant container of water above 
whose steam could turn a gear—to power farm 
equipment. By 1820, it’s been estimated there 
were nearly two dozen windmills on the East 
End, enough for any village to have at least one 
_ and probably two—with the notion in the air 
that these were soon going to become obsolete 
when these experimental steam engines could be 
arranged to replace the wind as a power source. 

So nobody built more than what they had. 

The first steam-powered mill was built in 
_ Bridgehampton in 1850. The handwriting was 

on the wall. And when the first steam-powered 
locomotive hauled its train on tracks from New 
York City in 1872, it was possible now to order 
sacks of flour and grain from a factory up-island 
and have it on the East End later that same day. 
Thus ended the age of the beautiful old windmills. 

Interestingly enough, these old windmills 
mostly fell into disrepair during the next 90 years. 
Saving history was not a priority. Progress was a 
priority. In Bridgehampton, the historic Wick’s 
Tavern, used by soldiers during the Revolutionary 
War, was torn down in 1941 and the lumber 
taken away for use elsewhere. In Manhattan, 
the magnificent Pennsylvania Station, a rival in 
size and glory to Grand Central Station, was torn 
down in 1963. Nobody cared. 

There was even a plan by the Coast Guard in 
1966 to abandon and eventually use wrecking 
balls to tear down the Montauk Lighthouse. 
They'd replace it with a flashing light on a 
300-foot-tall steel tower farther inland, because 
while the erosion of the cliff adjacent was 
getting worse and worse, it was determined the 
lighthouse could not be moved. This newspaper 
led a protest in 1967 to have that not happen. 
Some 2,500 people showed up just after sunset 
in the parking lot at the Montauk Lighthouse 
to demonstrate their disapproval of this plan. 
They carried torches, flashlights, flaming batons, 
lanterns and all matter of other lights so the 
Coastguardsmen could look out at it from the 
lighthouse upper floors not far away. The Coast 
Guard abandoned that order. 

Here’s a list of the Eastern Long Island Smock 
Windmills. Many have been lovingly restored to 
how they were when first built. Others remain in 
disrepair, and at least one, the Shinnecock Mill, 
on the campus of Stony Brook Southampton,

had its insides cleaned out to become a “cottage” 
for visiting professors to stay in. In 1957, that 
visitor was playwright Tennessee Williams, who, 
while there, wrote The Day on Which a Man Dies 
about his friend, painter Jackson Pollock, who 
was killed in a car crash the year before. The mill 
is also thought to be haunted. In the 1890s, the 
daughter of the owner of the mill at that time, a 
girl named Beatrice Clafin, fell down a flight of 
stairs inside, broke her neck and died. People say 
they sometimes see Beatrice looking out a high- 
up window from inside the mill. 

Beebe Mill, built in Sag Harbor in 1820, was 
one of the first windmills to have cast-iron 
gears. It was moved to Ocean Road and Hildreth 
Avenue in Bridgehampton in 1837. It remained in 
operation until 1915, and on its site was lovingly 
restored to its original state by restoration expert 
Robert Hefner, who did the job using tools 
available at the time it was created. Beebe Mill 
is perhaps the prettiest of the windmills, with 
decorative designs on its exterior. 

Gardiners Island Mill, built on that island in 
1795, is the only East End mill whose shingles are 
painted white. It also sports a weathercock in the 
shape of a rooster on its cap. 

Hayground Mill was built in 1801 at Hayground 
and moved to private property on the dunes on 
Windmill Lane in East Hampton in 1950. 
~ Hook Mill was originally built where it sits 
today, on the green just east of the center of town 
of East Hampton, in 1806. It was another mill 


meticulously restored by Hefner and it is open for 
brief visits in the summertime. 

Mulford Farm Mill was built in 1804 on 
Hunting Miller’s farm in the Pantigo section of 
East Hampton. Moved in 1850 to Egypt’s Lane, 
it was moved once again in 1917 to Mulford Farm 
across from Town Pond in East Hampton. 

The Corwith Mill was built at Hogs Neck Noyac 
in 1799, and moved to the town green in Water 
Mill in 1814. It replaced an earlier mill that was 
destroyed in a blizzard in 1811. 

Wainscott Windmill was built in 1813 in 
Southampton and moved to where it stands 
today, next to a tennis court in the private enclave 
known as the Georgica Association in Wainscott. 

Sylvester’s Mill was built in Southold in 1810 
and moved to the Sylvester Manor plantation on 
Shelter Island in 1839. 

Shinnecock Hills Mill was built in 1712 on 
Windmill Lane in Southampton and moved to 
Mill Hill Lane in Shinnecock, and then to another 
Shinnecock:. location where it sits today. The first 
move was in 1890, the second in 1916. 

The Hayground Windmill was built on a farm 
in Hayground and then, in the 1950s, sold to a 
private homeowner who placed it on his property 
just off Further Lane in East Hampton.

Street in Noyac Becomes Model for Taking Utility Poles Down Elsewhere

A group of homeowners who live across from 
ng Beach in Noyac have been given the 
go ahead to take down the half-mile of utility 
poles that block their clear view of the bay there 
and have the power lines placed underground. 
There are 18 homes along that stretch, which 
is alongside Cliff Drive, and without power- 
lines the view of the bay will be stunning—a bit 
more stunning, anyway, than the view they have 
through the wires that are in the way now. 

What’s interesting is that the discussion prior 
to the approval (vote 3-2) seems to contain 
everything you need to know about what putting 
wires underground costs. 

The full cost of removing the nine telephone 
poles and their half-mile of wires is estimated 
to be $420,000. That annual cost will be borne 
entirely by the 18 homeowners, an average of 
about $1,200 per year each. And it will continue 


on every year for the number of years that a bond 
approved by the residents and backed by the 
Town continues, which is 20 years. 

In other words, applying this same formula, 
if you wanted to beautify the one-mile length 
of the beautiful and historic Main Street in 
Bridgehampton—twice as long as Cliff Road—it 
could be done for about $840,000, which could 
be divided up to be paid back over 20 years by 
approximately 80 restaurants and stores that sit 
on that stretch, which would cost each property 
owner about $525 extra on their annual tax bill 
for 20 years. 

Now, I have’ suggested this _ before. 
Bridgehampton has done a Cinderella, growing 
over the last half-century from a rough-and- 
tumble farming town with six gas stations, one 
print shop, numerous farm equipment shops, 
potato-packing plants, an electric shop, hardware 
store, meat market, plumbing shop and, at a 
certain point, two ice cream parlors—into a chic 


community with no gas stations, several four- 
star restaurants, designer clothing shops, high- 
end furniture shops, shoe stores, antique shops, 
exercise studios and art galleries. 

At the same time, the public facilities, the 
museum, churches, parks, library, community 
center and the grand mansions have been all 
cleaned, polished, added on to, modernized to 
be sleek and fashionable or restored to what they 
looked like when they were built i in the 17th, 18th 
and 19th centuries. 

There was even a time not too long ago when 
there was no street furniture on Main Street. 
But in the 1970s, a group of private citizens 
formed the Bridgehampton Village Association 
and planted trees, benches, brick walkways and 
flower boxes and so here we are. Meanwhile, in 
spite of all this, we still have a tangle of telephone, 
internet and electric lines sizzling overhead atop 
thick wooden telephone poles that don’t even 
stand up age: pore between and around 
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all the beautiful trees that now line the road from 
one end to the other. 

The only things that remained all the same over 
all these years were the Candy Kitchen, Bobby 
Van’s and, at the east end of town, the thirty foot 
tall Founders Monument that sits in the middle 
of Main Street on a stone platform topped by an 
eagle with its wings spread. 

Southampton Main Street long ago got its 
wires placed underground. East Hampton Main 
Street long ago got its wires placed underground. 
These two villages were founded in 1640 and 
1648, respectively. Bridgehampton, founded 
in 1656, should have its ugly overhead wires 
placed underground immediately. I can’t imagine 
anybody objecting. 

The ability to do this sort of thing, paid for 
by exactly the people who benefit from it, has 
already been put into place here. In has been 
made possible by the creation of an oceanfront 
barrier dune tax district that was approved 
by the oceanfront residents living along a six- 
mile stretch from Wainscott to Flying Point 
about 15 years ago. Originally, that group of 
homeowners—approximately 100 of them— 
wanted to create a pencil-thin incorporated 
village approximately 500 yards wide and all 
of six miles long. It would be carved out from 
parts of East Hampton Town and Southampton 
Town, making access to the beach extremely 
difficult for everybody but them. Everyone fought 
this, and so, in the end, they group settled for 
a special tax district where they would pay for 
what benefitted them. This had never been done 
before, and so became the precedent for this 


special tax district plan just approved today. 

All through the Hamptons, over the years, 
long scenic views of potato fields and dunes have 
been blocked by the creation of multimillion- 
dollar mansions whose owners have surrounded 
their properties with tall hedgerows. The view 
is now hedgerows, up close and personal. And

the focus of life has now largely turned inward 
and inland. After Bridgehampton, the Village of 
Sag Harbor should look into burying all their 
power-lines, then perhaps Amagansett, and 
Westhampton Beach. There’s pride and beauty 
in our downtowns. We should show them off. It 
couldn’t be done before. Now it can.

Hurricane Season Predicted as Average, So Prepare for the Worst

aI une 1 is the start of hurricane season every 
year. From then through to the end of 
October, we all watch as hurricanes rumble north 
up the Atlantic Ocean from the Caribbean in what 
we here believe is an attempt to hit the eastern 
end of Long Island broadside. 

I know this is a Not in My Backyard kind 
of thinking. The rest of the east coast has its 
concerns too. But as the storms come north, we 
are the only place where land sticks out into the 
Atlantic west to east for more than a hundred 
miles. I’ve come to think of Long Island as a 
baseball bat. Zeus fires curve balls. He lives on the 
coast of Africa, where hurricanes first form. They 
cross the Atlantic toward the Caribbean, then do 
that scary curve. It depends where it makes the 
curve. If it happens early, it just rattles up the 
Atlantic and out to sea without hitting anything, 
and we, the batsman, can just watch it go. If it 
happens too late, it can get caught in the Gulf of 
Mexico and bounce into Texas or Louisiana. So 
we can breathe a sigh of relief about that. But if 
it makes the turn just right, then we know it has 
us in its crosshairs. It can veer off and hit the 
coast to the south of us or the north of us, a ball 
inside or outside. But that direct hit is possible. 
STRIKE. It hasn’t happened in a while. That’s the 
way we see it, anyway. 

Well, in this past week, several weather 
forecasting operations have made their initial 
predictions. They don’t venture to say where 
the ball will hit. But they do predict how many 
pitches will be thrown. 

This year, all are predicting there will be a 


total of 12 to 14 named storms, which is slightly 
more than the historical average. However, they 
are predicting only five to seven storms will 
become of hurricane strength, which is fewer 
than average. Overall, therefore, they say the 
season will be “close to normal.” One more storm 
than the average and one fewer of the strong 
ones—what more could you want? 

Well, I'd like to say to these predicting services— 
AccuWeather and Colorado State University 
with their new arrangement with the Barcelona 
Supercomputing Center—hey, how about getting 
it right? 

Did anyone at any of these operations a year 
ago this spring give any clue that two enormously 
powerful superstorms—Florence and Michael— 
would cause such damage to the coastal cities 
south of us? Both these storms were epic. More 
than 55 people died in Florida, Georgia, North 
Carolina and Virginia when Michael hit. Florence 
flooded and flattened homes in the Carolinas. We 
here escaped unscathed except for flash flooding. 
Two bullets, we dodged. Yet the predictions in 
2018, even the later ones, were that there would 
be fewer storms than in 2017. 

Dan Kottlowski, who is a hurricane expert at 
AccuWeather, told NJ.com that he gets it. “It only 
takes one,” he said, referring to a monster that 
can throw the predictions out the window, Last 
year, there were two. 

All of these predictors, by the way, have 
observed some of the same weather developments 
already underway that result in the not-too- 
hot and not-too-cold prediction they give for 
this year. 

The water temperature is cooler than normal 


in the tropics and warmer than normal in the 
North Atlantic. This means the hurricanes could 
make the turn further south and be less likely 
to be of great strength when they get up north. 
Out in California, they have noticed that El 
Nino, a swirling weather pattern that sometimes 
shows up off Southern California, has made an 
appearance. When it makes a strong appearance, 
it means fewer hurricanes in the Atlantic, and 
when it shows up either not at all or is weak, it 
means more hurricanes in the Atlantic. Currently - 
it is here, but on the weak side and now gaining 
strength. If that trend continues into healthy 
strength, it will mean fewer hurricanes in 
the Atlantic. 

But that could change. 

You know what? Over the years, I have been 
reporting on these predictions and, though I 
haven’t made a full study of it, my memory of it 
is that it doesn’t mean a hill of beans. There are 
three things they can say. More than average, 
average and less than average. 

I think they give out one of those three answers, 
and once in three tries they get it right. So two out 
of three, they get it wrong. This is, statistically, 
what you would get if you pointed at one of the 
three answers at random. 

Well, these predictions are always a good thing 
to know anyway. And now you do. So the real 
good advice is that anytime between June and 
the end of October, if you see a really angry 
dark cloud with lightning flashes heading toward 
us here on Long Island in hurry-up fashion, 
get down in the basement and batten down 
the hatches. 

A storm is coming. Or maybe not.

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One Story Is Bad for the Leaves, Another Is Good for the Deer

here was good news and bad news for nature 
in the Hamptons this week. 

The bad news—we always give the bad news 
first—was about the leaves. From the moment 
leaves sprout and unfold every spring, they are 
terrified by the earsplitting 90-decibel sound of 
gas-powered leaf blowers whose only mission 
in life is to separate leaves from their branches, 
blow them to the ground and sweep them into 
sacks. It’s a terrifying way to live, being a leaf and 
knowing this could happen. They hang onto their 
branches for dear life all summer. 

Last year, help seemed imminent. Both 
Southampton and East Hampton authorities 
proposed laws to limit the times when blowing 
leaves could be legal. The East Hampton Village 
proposal actually became a law. Leaf blowing is 


now illegal in that community from 6 p.m. in — 


the evening to 8 a.m. the next morning, Monday 
to Friday from June 1 to the second Friday in 
December. It’s a partial victory for the leaves, half 
a loaf. It gives the leaves a chance to relax and 
enjoy life instead of constantly having to hang on 
_all the time, waiting for the grim reaper to arrive. 
Leaf blowing is also illegal from 3 p.m. to 8 a.m. 
on Saturdays and on Sundays and holidays 3 p.m. 
and 9 a.m. Even more relief. 

Last week, however, it seems there came a 
setback. East Hampton has proposed an 
exemption to that law for public parks and 
private and public golf courses. It was said at 
a meeting that in other communities where 
gasoline-powered leaf blowers are illegal, such 
exemptions are in place. These facilities cover 
large areas—bad for the leaves—but because 
there are no clusters of homes nearby where 
owners might be frightened by the noise, it’s 
not a problem, some say. This is people first, 
leaves second. 


In Southampton Village, meanwhile, the mayor : 


and his staff are also considering giving leaves 
relief. If they move ahead with their plan, gas- 
powered leaf blowing will be illegal all summer, 
from June 1 to Labor Day. It shouldn’t be needed 
that much during that period anyway. The only 
leaves that fall off the trees during those periods 
are those that are elderly, disabled or sick, so they 
deserve to die. 

So far, however, the landscaper lobby in the 
Southampton community has been succeeding 
in preventing this ban from happening. They say 
landscaping will look “shabbier” if the proposal 
is passed. And they point out there is already 
a law on the books stating that any noise over 
65 decibels is against the law between 7 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. So, since many of these leaf blowers 
issue near-100-decibel roars from the moment 
they are turned on, the issue is already covered, 
although in practice it is hard to enforced since it 
requires measuring devices for the noise to prove 
a violation. If you specifically target gas-powered 
leaf blowers, though, enforcement could be easier 
to determine. Anyway, the landscaper lobby has 
won postponement after postponement. 

The leaves in Southampton have their 
fingers crossed. 

The good news this week for nature involves the 
deer in Sagaponack. That village’s government 
denied arequest by a homeowner at 129 Parsonage 
Lane to build an eight-foot wire fence nearly 


all the way around an adjacent 
34-acre agricultural reserve. It 
would keep the deer out. No eight- 
foot fences are currently allowed 
for residences in that community. 
And where such fences are allowed 
in other places, only the most 
athletic of the deer can leap over 
one. And so, the deer, stuck on 
one side of eight-foot fences, look 
longingly through the wire and see 
all that delicious shrubbery and 
flowers and landscaping around 
the private homes on the other side but simply 
can’t get to it. 

Deer are delicate creatures and get very upset

with that situation, as you might 
imagine, particularly at meal times. 
Some have even been known to 
become so distraught that they ~ 
embark on suicide by jumping in 
front of cars on the roads. It’s a 
terrible thing. 

By this homeowner’s request 
being denied, however, the deer 
have dodged a bullet, so to speak, 
and can enjoy their meals with 
gusto, at least in that part of 
Sagaponack. The deer hope that 


this turndown might become a trend so that 
eight-foot deer fences will be illegal and have to 
come down in other communities in the area.

The million-dollar house is 
now commonplace, as is the $100,000 
summer rental. 

Despite consistent journalistic cries 
of “the Hamptons are over” (most 
recently Michael Korda in the January 
| of the New York Times that featured 
predictions), real estate values here 


continue to soar. No one seems to 
know that mythical New Yorker who 
has transferred allegiance from the 
Hamptons to a Connecticut farmhouse 
or Berkshire retreat. 

Many of the “ladies who lunch” now 
have their brokers’ licenses. Real estate 
brokerage may well be the fastest 
growing career field on the East End. 
Selling a dream house brings a fee of 
somewhere near six percent of the sale 
price, in addition to a sense of. well- 
being. 

It’s ironic that the man who penned the 
words “Be it ever so humble, there’s no 
place like home” lived in East Hampton. 
These days, humble, it ain’t! #&

Hamptons Dance Project to Present New Ballets at Guild Hall 


traight from the stage of the world’s largest opera 

house, a troupe of 10 of the most acclaimed bal- 
let dancers will present a fresh program of classical 
and contemporary ballet works—two of them world 
premieres—at Guild Hall in East Hampton August 
10 and 11. 

The group is called the Hamptons Dance Project. 
With its inaugural season, 31-year-old founder and 
American Ballet Theatre (ABT) corps dancer Jose 
Sebastian aims to establish an annual tradition of cre- 
ating new ballets in the Hamptons. 

“There isn’t enough dance out there,” Sebastian says. 
“T want to bring more.”

and another by Joseph Hernandez of Dresden-based 
Semperoper Ballet. 

“The fact that works are being originated here is new 
and dynamic,” says Josh Gladstone, artistic director 
of Guild Hall’s John Drew Theater, noting that Guild 
Hall rarely produces shows with new choreography 
debuting in the Hamptons. 

Along the lines of dance events in Saratoga Springs, 
NY and Vail, CO that draw fans from out of town, 
Whiteside proclaims that this season, “The Hamptons 
are in!”

“There’s a heritage and a spirit there. It makes so 
much sense for dancers to have a summer home in the 
Hamptons,” says principal ballerina Isabella Boylston, 
who also commends the Hamptons Dance Project on 
its “commitment to producing new works.” Boylston 
visits friends in Bridgehampton, where legendary 
choreographer Jerome Robbins had a home. 

Boylston- dominates starring roles in ballets like 
Swan Lake and Romeo and Juliet at the 3,800-seat 
Metropolitan Opera House. At the 360-seat Guild Hall, 
she will partner with Whiteside, with whom she shares 
a close bond on and offstage. The duo will perform an 
introspective pas de deux Whiteside choreographed 
called On the Water. Set to Franz Schubert’s music, the 
pas de deux is “an erotic dream, and the man drifts in 
and out of the woman’s world and gives her something 
she very much wants,” according to Whiteside. 

The intimate setting and opportunity to produce 
new works allows the troupe of 10 dancers to challenge 
themselves with new dance combinations and partner- 
ships. They hope to bring audiences into the process 
with open classes and rehearsals for VIPs. 

“You probably haven’t seen us move in this way,” 
soloist ballerina Cassandra Trenary says of the new 
Dolbashian piece. “It’s almost street-style. It’s very dif- 
ferent from what audiences have seen from us.” 

Sebastian, meanwhile, has a personal connection to 
the Hamptons. He was adopted out of the NYC foster 
care system when he was 2 and bonded with his new 
family during summers with friends in the Hamptons. 

Mesmerized by the ocean, Sebastian says he was in- 
spired to dance. 

“It’s a homecoming for Jose,” Gladstone says. “He 
has such a love of the Hamptons, and to share that love 
with his fellow dancers who are at the highest level of 
dance, it’s a wonderful gift to our little community.” ga

eth Richter, who played the title role in Greenport 

High School’s infamous production of Peter 
Pan a decade ago, is admittedly fuzzy on the details 
surrounding the hilarious incident involving falling set 
pieces and actors flying chaotically across the stage. 
“To be honest, I think I kind of blacked out,” she says. 
“T remember being really, really terrified and then just 
having an insane amount of adrenaline. I actually had 
a bruise, because my leg is what hit the set piece. I had 
no feeling of it until like a day later because there was 
so much adrenaline running through me. Looking back 
on it, it’s crazy but in the actual moment I’ve got almost 
no memory of it!” Luckily for Richter, the whole thing 
went viral. 

Being involved with the local East End theater 
community, Richter uploaded her “Greenport Peter 
Pan fiasco” video to YouTube so her friends and family 
who hadn’t been there that night could see the insanity 
for themselves. “I was like, ‘You can’t believe this thing 
that just happened to me!’ and we put it online, mostly 
so people could see, and family that lived other places,” 
Richter explains. “We were laughing about it, but it 
was really just for our immediately circle of friends 
and family. There was absolutely no expectation that 
it would go anywhere at all.” Of course, the video went 
viral. “If I remember correctly, it got picked up on 
AOL.com back when it was still a big news site—one of 
their ‘you have to check this out, look at this thing that 
happened’ articles. And that’s when it started going 
crazy. That was almost a year later, I think, after we put 
it online, and then we got called by Tyra Banks.” 

Looking back, Richter is amazed at how well 
everyone handled the incident, both onstage and off. 
“We hooked ourselves right back up,” she says. “It’s so 
funny because I had been full of nerves after the first

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night. It was the first time I'd been in a show this big 
and doing a role this large, and the second night I was 
not nervous at all until that moment, until the end of 
that show when I got back into that spot, I was just like,

It went perfectly the next two performances. Everyone 
was overly cautious!” 

Richter and her friends in the play were invited to 
appear on The Tyra Banks Show. “That was absolutely 
surreal,” Richter recalls. “And to be honest, I don’t 
very much have a memory of actually being on the 
show, but I remember finding out and realizing they 
wanted us to come on and being like, ‘Oh my god!’ 
We're some small-town kids out on the East End, 
like, this doesn’t happen to us, and being absolutely 
floored.” The recognition didn’t stop with Tyra Banks. 
Richter soon appeared on a Tosh.o “Web Redemption” 
video lampooning the ill-fated performance opposite 
comedian Daniel Tosh on Comedy Central 

While Richter, now out of college and working in the 
nonprofit sector, didn’t pursue theater as a career, she 
looks back fondly on her high school days, with Peter 
Pan serving as a great reminder of the sense of wonder 
and love so many theater kids feel in their youth. “I 
guess, when I think back to that time, my absolute best 
days were the days I was doing theater,” she says. “The 
people in my theater group were my best friends. We 
did everything together. I don’t think there’s a way to 
explain that in single instances. We were all in each 
other’s pockets all the time. We were all spread out 
across the North Fork and the South Fork. We were 
all involved in each other’s lives and relied on each 
other for everything. It kind of created a community 
that I’ve gotten in other places, but it’s different when 
you're a theater kid. Those people are the backbone to 
everything you do.” fi.

Mold Remediation Tips, Ticks and Misconceptions 


old can become a problem in all homes, 

whether your house is new or old. If you 
find mold or mildew in your home, it’s very 
important to make sure you know how to handle 
it. Dan’s Best of the Best Hall of Fame Honoree 
Mildew Busters offers some tips and tricks, as well

some warning signs that you need to 
¢ iold/mildew expert? 

“A soe smell in your basement or living area. 
Signs of mildew and or mold on sheetrock ceilings, 
walls, or basement rafters. Also, outside on the 
northern exposure of your siding. This mold can 
get inside and propagate. 


First, do not try and remedy it yourself by 
putting bleach on it. Contrary to popular belief, 
bleach does not kill mold. It kills the pigment in 
the mold, but leaves the organism. When you 
rinse it with water, you actually end up feeding 
it so it will return again. Call an expert in 
mold remediation. 


Mold can only grow when you have two 
factors in your home: 40° Fahrenheit and 60% 
humidity. If you have both of those, and most 
homes do, especially in attics or basements, 
you will get mold, especially on porous surfaces 


like sheetrock, wood, ceiling tiles and insulation. 
You need a proper dehumidifier to drop the 
humidity levels in your home. Mildew Busters 
installs such dehumidifiers. The ones that can be 
bought at appliance stores or department stores 
are not powerful enough to do an entire house or 
even your basement. They are designed to do a 
bedroom or a study. They also cost about a dollar 
a day to run—the proper units cost about 75% less. 


That it’s a situation the homeowner can fix—it 
isn’t. As previously mentioned, bleach will not kill 
mold. Also, when you put bleach on mold, you risk 
releasing toxic gasses that, if inhaled, can cause 
damage to your sinuses and lungs. If you see what 
you think might be mold, call an expert. Do not 
attempt to remove it yourself, particularly if there 
are pets, children or elderly people in the home. 
They are most susceptible to mold-related illness. 


When it is seen. Mold is constantly releasing 
spores as it propagates. These spores travel 
throughout your home, either airborne or in your 
ductwork. If you see mold, pick up your telephone 
and call an expert. They can determine the types.and 
extent of the mold, and then design a remediation 
plan to rid your home of it forever. fi

Cellars, which has just been listed by Gary DePersia 
at Corcoran, offers a perfect turnkey opportunity. The 
winery boasts 75 acres of planted vines offering 10° 
different varieties of grapes. In all, there’s 95 acres of 
land in three separate locations, which include five 
different parcels of land. And yes, the sale includes 
ownership of the Bedell and Corey Creek brands 
and operations. (As a matter of fact, Bedell Merlot 
was the first Long Island wine served at the White 
House, for President Obama’s inauguration lunch 
in 2013!) 

The property is being sold by the family of Michael 
Lynne, who passed away March 24. Lynne was a film 
executive (The Lord of the Rings trilogy), but also a 
wine connoisseur who first bought into the North Fork 
business in 1999. 

Bedell has hand-crafted wines in small batches for 35 
years, and every bottle is produced from grapes grown 
on one of the Bedell properties in the area’s unique 
maritime terroir. Its wines have achieved critical 
acclaim and awards, and there’s a 2,000-member 
wine club and distribution to more than 12 states and 
over 250 restaurants in Manhattan, Long Island and 
the Hamptons.
